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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is not persuasive. The examiner 
submits that the applicant's assertion that the one skilled in the art would not be motivated to modify the teaching in Amin in accordance 
with Titmuss because such modiication would destroy the intended purpose of the informaiton systm taught in Amin is not considered to 
be persuasive. This is because Amin is a simple system which pushes information to the user regardless whether the information is 
interesting to the user or not. Titmuss teaches a system which allows a user to predefin what is to be pushed to the device, therefore only 
information interested and predefined by user would be provided to the user Amin does not particularly restrict the system to not to 
provide information according to a user's personal preference though it does not disclose this feature. 
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
